Professor Mohamed al-Nowaihi of the American University 
in Cairo is Visiting Professor at Princeton University for the 
academic year 1972-73; his activities include teaching Advanced 
Arabic and conducting a graduate seminar, Readings in Modern 
Arabic Literature. On April 23 Professor :al-Nowaihi spoke on 
"Reappraisal of Arabic Poetry: Unity of Form and Content” at UCLA. 


Dr. Ahmed Fakhry, member of the High Committee of 
Antiquities, is visiting the U.S. under the sponsorship of the 
University Museum, University of Pennsylvania, for February 
through April. Dr. Fakhry has had an extensive travel schedule

His itinerary includes lectures at the Oriental Institute, University 
of Chicago and the University of Toronto; research at the University 
Museum, the Metropolitan Museum and UCLA; and conferences at Johns 
Hopkins University.

Summer Programs 


The Middle East Center at the University of Utah will 
sponsor two intensive summer programs in 1973 under two grants 
from the U.S. Office of Education.

RAPPORT PRELIMINAIRE SUR LA COMPAGNE DE FOUILLES A THEBES OUEST DE 
LA MISSION ARCHEOLOGIQUE DE L'UNIVERSITE DE MILANO CITALIE) EN 
FEVRILER -..MARS. 1.973 


La mission archéologique de 1' Institut de Papyrologie 
de l'Université de Milano (Italie) a terminé sa premiére campagne 
de fouilles dans sa nouvelle concession in Thébes Ouest, entre le 


Ramesseum et le temple de la reine Taouseret, comprenant la 


chapelle de Ouadjmes, le temple funéraire de Thoutmosis IV et 
le tombeau saitique de Khonsouirdis, monuments relevés par Fl. 
Petrie en 1896. 


Dans le pian de travail préevu, la premiére saison 
devait @tre de préparation aux travaux des saisons suivantes: 
controler en surface les données de Pettie,. fixer le cadrillage 
architectural dans 1l'enceinte du grande temple funeraire de 
Thoutmosis IV. Pour le tombeau de Khnosouirdis, les releves de 
surface montrent des assez notables différences de plan et de 
dimensions avec les donnéesde Petrie, mais il est evident que 
seules les successives fouilles systematiquement conduites 
pourront les confirmer. Il faut noter dés maintenant que la plus 
grande partie du tombeau saitique a éte batieen remployant les 
briques cruesestampillés avec la cartouche royale du mur 
d'enceinte du temple de Thoutmosis IV. 


3 Pour le temple de Thoutmosis Iv, on a executé un 
releve général de surface, avec un releve en profondeur dans le 
portico, coté sud, tandie que des sondages ont etes effectues 
dans la partie sud de sanctuaire. Ona trouve des fragments 
d'inscriptions et des reliefs peints, un ostrakon hiératique 
assez efface; on a repere des marque de fondations. la trouvaille 
importante de la premiére saison de fouilles a ete, sans doute, le 
repere d'un tombeau rupestre du Moyen Empire, creuse, dans la 
falaise rocheuse'qui forme la plateforme du temple meme, en 
correspondance avec le II pilon nord. Precede par une cour 
creusée dans le rocher, le tombeau comprend un couloir long 
environ 20m. disposé est- ouest} au fond, une chambre avec une 
niche, et un puit qui conduit a une chambre funéraire assez 
grande. A 5m. environ de 1‘ entrée, s'ouvre un deuxiéme Pian Ge, 
avec deux chambres, l'une au sud l*autre au nord. Le tombeau, 
SEPehTane familiale utilisee dés la XI ou bien XII dynastie 
jusqu'au moins la XVII, contenant les squelettes de plus de 
vingt personnes, hommes, femmes, enfants, n'a pas d'inscriptions 
ni de décorations sur les parois qui etaient simplement couvertes 
par une couche de platre blanc, | soit dans le couloir soit dans 
les chambres des puits; pillé surement - d! apres de preuves 
certaines - déja au temps de la construction du temple de 
Thoutmosis IV, mais laissé bloque, visite aussi dans des temps 
pone recents (terminus post quem, les travaux de Petrie qui 
n'avait pas connu la presence de la tombe), le tombeau mouvellement 
découvert par la mission milanaise a donnée bien de materiel 


interessant: une centaine de vases, coupes, plats, etc., de 
terre-cuite en parfait état, avec d'autres centaines de pieces 

qui pourront etre recomposées avec le patient travail des 
prochaines saisons, et qui donnent des séries importantes pour 
1'étude de la potterie du Moyen Empire a Thebes; quelques 

autres objets ont etes retrouves, echappés au pillage du tombeau; | 
comme une masque en stuc peint (trouvee en pieces et reconstituee) 
perles de collier en faience et en verre bleu, une boucle 
d'oreille en or, des fragments de boites a canopes et de 
sarcophages, qui nous donnent les seuls textes hiéroglyphes du 
tombeau, et qui nous consignent le nom propre, de Pn-mh-(yt).

La mission comprenait, outre le directeur des fouilles 
Professor E. Bresciani, l'architecte Georgio Osculati et le 
photographe Fausto Gabrielli; a la mission eté ajoint M. Mahmoud 
Hamza, comme Inspecteur du Service des Antiquites de 1'Egypte. 


La mission milanaise est heureuse de pouvoir, dans 
cette occasion, exprimer a 1'Organisation Général des Antiquites 
Egyptiennes l'expression de sa reconnaissance pour l'aide cordial 
et constant qui, encore une fois, vient d'y recevoir. 


CABINET RESHUFFLE 


Of March 27 President Anwar Sadat reshuffled his 
cabinet. The new 36-member cabinet is composed of four Deputy 
Premiers and 32 members, of whom 16 are newcomers. President 
Sadat assumes the functions of Prime Minister. 


The four Deputy Premiers are: Dr. Mohamed Abdul Kader 
Hatem, Deputy Premier for Culture and Information; Mamduh Mohamed 
Salem, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of the Interior; Dr. 
Abdul Aziz Higazy, Deputy Prime Minister and Minister of Finance, 
Economy and Foreign Trade; and Dr. Abdul Aziz Abdul Kader Kamel, 
Deputy Prime Minister for Religious Affairs and Minister of Waqfs. 


The former Ministry of Culture and Information has been 
split into two: the Minister of Culture is the noted author Yussef 
El Sebaei and the Minister of Information is Dr. Mohamed Murad 
Ghaleb. Dr. Mohamed Hassan El Zayyat remains as Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, while Mr. Ismail Fahmy, formerly Under Secretary 
in the Foreign Office, becomes Minister of Tourism. 


NOTES ON ACTIVITIES IN EGYPT 


General 


According to figures recently released in the press, 
540,880 tourists visited Egypt in 1972, an increase of 26 percent 
over the 1971 figure. A partial breakdown by countries of origin 
was as follows:. England:. 15,726; France: 23.2773 Libyat L1Le,271; 
Poland: 11,570; Saudi Arabia: 27,594; Sudan: 32,618; U.S.S.R.: 
22,4713; United States: 36,003; West Germany: 16,253; Yugoslavia: 
3,431; Africa: 8,822; Asiat 11,141; Latin America: 3,804. 


A conference under the auspices of UNESCO was held in 
Aswan on March 21-22 regarding the relocation of the temples of 
Philae. The U.S. Delegate announced to his colleagues that the 
Smithsonian Institution had asked Congress for an appropriation 
of four million dollars in PL-480 funds as the U.S. contribution 
to the project.

The Department of Antiquities was officially notified 
that Dr. Kent Weeks, currently on the faculty of the American 
University in Cairo, will assume the directorship of Chicago 
House in Luxor, succeeding Dr. Edward Wente, who will return to 
his teaching obligations at the University of Chicago. 


Prof. Donald B. Redford, Director of the Akhenaten Temple 
Project, was in Egypt for three weeks during February, spending 
much of his time working in Luxor with members of his stafi. Dir. 
Edward L. B. Terrace has joined the project as Consultant, in 
addition to his work on The Decorative Arts of Ancient Egypt. 


Prof. Bernard V. Bothmer of the Brooklyn Museum 
delivered a well-attended, illustrated lecture under the 
auspices of the ARCE at the American University on January 25 
on "Akhenaten and Nefertiti - New Aspects of Amarna Art .
